WAR CAUSES THREAT OF A 
BEAN FAMINE IN BOSTON 


Shipments to Europe Send Prices Up, 
Some Beans Being $5 a Bushell 
Wholesale. 

BOSTON, Jan. 1.—The severest bean 
famine ever known in Bosicn is threat- 
ened, according to wholesalers, as a re- 
sult of big shipments to Purope. 

Boston beans are selling at 12 cents 
a pound, instead of 8, sod New York 
State beans cannot be bought at less 
than $3 a bushel, althougn they fcr- 
merly sold at $2. Brokers today laughed 
at prospective wrders at less than $3 
a bushel, even with the prospect of 
selling by the carload. 

“I offered to pay $2.75 a bushel fer 
several carloads of York State beans,” 
said one big dealer, “and the seliirg 
agent replied, wit an eazy smile, that 
he wouldn’t wasce telegrapii tolls to 
send the order over the wires.”’ 

Red kidney and yellow-eye beans ere 
quoted at % a oushel California beans 
have soared to $4.54 and $5 a bushel. 

The result in Aoston is that fewer 
beams are being eaten and smaller in- 
dividual purchases mace.

George Honan, ‘King of Gam- 
blers,”” Shoots Grace Frazier 
‘ for Throwing Him Over. 


SLAIN BY HIS SUCCESSOR 


Politicians Said That Without 
His Aid No Man Could Be 
Elected in City. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn, Jan. it-—«<teorge 
Honan, known as “king of Memphis 
gamblers, was shot twice and killed, 
and ‘Miss Grace Frazier of 2900 
Washington avenue,  S8t, Louis, 
mortally wounded, early this morn- 
ing, when Honan broke down = a4 
door to the Frazier girl’s room, in a 
South Second street house, ani found 
Robert Embleton, a bookkeeper, with 
her. Honan shot the woman and then 
was shot by Embieton. 

After Honan had shot the woman 
twice, he turned his revolver on Emble- 
ton, who jumped behind a dresser in 
the room and fired twice, the bullets 
taking effect in Honan’s neck and in the 
heart. The shooting occurred at 3:30 a. 
m. today. 

Minnie Frazier, the wounded 
sister, who is here with her, said Ho- 
nan gave her sister a $000 diamond neck- 
lace for a Christmas present, and that 
later they qudrreled and the girl pawned 
the necklace for $400 and gave part of 
the money to Embleton. 

Grace Frazier is at St. Joseph’s Hos- 
pital, dying, after being 2perated upon. 
Two bullets entered her body, one per- 
forating her intestines andi another 
lodging in the left hip. 

Minnie Frazier said she and her sis- 
ter came to Memphis several months 
ago, after leaving the !nipression with 
her father, George Frazier, and ber 
mother, Emma Frazier, that each was 
employed in a store. 

Honan has been a leader in local pol- 
itics for years. He controlled the gam- 
bling of the city. We was 40 years old 
and unmarried. 

Fourth Shooting in Week. 

This was the fourth shooting in which 
Honan figured in a week. While he 
never had shot a man, the police say he 
was’ considered dangerous, and in the 


iaet week, in a drunken carousal, fired 


five shots at one of his gambling 
friends, and he “shot up” several dis- 
orderly houses. 

The Frazer woman met Honan six 
months ago. She was pretty, and the 
police say he wanted to marry her. 
Embleton, who killed Honan, is 24 years 
old and single. He came to Memphis 
eight years ago from Chicago, and had 
been bookkeeper for a whisky house 
here. 

Powerful in Politics, 

Honan was so powerfu) in politics that 
candidates for city and county offices 
sought his support and friendship. Poli- 
ticians have said that without Honan's 
favor no man could be elected to an 
cffice in Memphis. Honan had many 
gambling privileges. Of late, however, 
Mayor Crump has kent the gamblers’ 
hand tied. Prohibition closed Honan’'s 
places. 

Honan gave $2000 each year to charity, 
always helped the down and outs at his 
North Memphis place, where he kept 
many free rooms for men without work. 

For the past month he had set a free 
lunch every noonday for the hungry. 

At 2900 Washington avenue it was said 
no family of the name of Frazier had 
been known there.

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PROSECUTION FOR 
HOSPITAL HEAD 
AND A PRYSICIAN 


Dr. Starkloff Instructs Aid to 
Ask for Summons for Two in’ 
Smallpox Inquiry. 


CASES ‘NOT REPORTED 


Directors of Institution Without 
Resident Doctor Called Be- 
fore Board. 


Health Commissioner Starkloff direct- 
ed Assistant Commissioner Jordan today 
to apply to the City Attorney for Police 
Court summonses against Dr. Edwin J, 
Schisler of Grand avenue and Sidney 
street, a staff physician of the Luthe?r- 
an Hospital, Ohlo avenue and Potomac 
street, and the Rev. Francis M. Rudi, 
superintendent of the hospital, charging 
them with failure to report an infec- 
tious disease. The action grows out of 
the discovery at the hospital of several 
chses of smallpox which had not been 
reported. The summons, it is expected, 
will be based on the first case of the 
disease at the hospital, that of Miss 
Piant, a nurse, which developed Nov. 
27. 

Starkloff will also summon before him 
tomorrow the directors of the Lutheran 
Hospital and ask them to explain why 
there has been no resident physician at 
the hospital. The law, the Commissioner 
says, requires that there be a resident 
physician, who shall sleep at the hos- 
pital. The authorities of the Lutheran 
Hospital certified April 14 that Dr. H. C. 
Kloepper was the resident physician. At 
the hearing conducted by Dr. Starkloff 
Thursday Dr. Kloepper said he was not 
the resident physician, tn the sense of 
sleeping at the institution,*but that his 
office was within hailing distance. 

The whole responsibility for the situa- 
tion that had developed at the Lutheran 
Hospital and at the St. Louis Maternity 
Hospital, to which the disease was car- 
ried from the Lutheran Hospital, was 
due, Starkloff said, to the failure of 
Dr. Schisler and Supt. Rudi to report 
the first case. This case was diagnosed 
as chicken pox and was treated as such. 
The law -réquires that chicken pox be 
reported. It is the rule of the Health 
Department that when chicken pox is 
reported, especially ff the victim is an 
adult, to at once send a smallpox ex- 
pert. If the case had been reported, 
Starkloff said, the expert would havs 
been sent and a correct diagnosis made. 

The Health Department has an in- 
spector, A. W. Wessels, whose duty it 
is to visit the hospitals and see wheth- 
er the laws applying to them are being 
enforced. Starkloff explained that in 
the case of a reputable institution like 
the Lutheran Hospital, the certification 
that it had a resident physician would 
be accepted and the inspector would 
not be expected to make inquiry to, as- 
certain whether the certification was 
true. 


93-CENT FARE ON LINE 
TO BARRACKS TO BE ASKED 


Residents of Longwood Also Will Ask 
Public Service Commission 
for Owl Cars. 


When the Missouri Public Service 
Commissioner meets in St. Louis 
Wednesday a petition for 2% cent fares 
o> the Broadway extension line, be- 
tween the River des Peres and Jeffer- 
son Barracks, will be presented by the 
Longwood Progressive and Improve- 
ment Association. This petition was de- 
nied three weeks ago by Richard Mc- 
Culloch, general Manager of the United 
Railways. 

The Longwood Association, which con- 
tends it represents a population of 15,000 
with 4000 voters, in the district affected, 
will ask that commutation ticket books 
at half price be sold to residents of 
the locality, who now have to pay 2% 
cents for a round trip to St. Louis. 
The reduction would lower the cost of 
the trip to 15 cents. The fact is cited 
that five city lines of the United Rail- 
ways run for short distances into St. 
Louis County without extra fare. 

The petitioners state that the cars on 
the extension line do not begin to run 
until @ a. m. and that many who have 
to be early at their work fn St. Louis 
are compelled to walk to the Broadway 
terminus, {In some cases a mile.

GEN. FRENGH VISITS 
ENGLAND, DIRECTS 
ARMY BY WIRE 


No One Recognizes Him as He 
Goes to London in Private’s 
Coat and Cap. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Jan. 1.—For three days 
the operations of the British army in 


Flanders were directed’ by telegraph 
from the home of Sir John . French, 
near Hyde Park, London, during the 
General's recent visit here. While it 
took Wellington three days alone to 
get a message to White Hill and as 
long to receive a reply during the 
Waterloo campaignfii Gen. French was 
able to communicate directly with Sir 
Archibald Murray at the base head- 
quarters at St. Omer, France. From a 
man who was in close touch with Sir 
John during his recent visit to En- 
sland the following details are learned: 

Gen. French arrived at Folkestone 
wearing the overcoat and rather soiled 
cap of an enlisted man. He made no 
attempt to disguise himself otherwise 
and on the channel boat attracted no 
notice whatever. At Folkestone he was 
met by Lord Kitchener and both pro- 
ceeded by motor to Walmar Castle 
near Deal, where Premier Asquith re- 
sides. There a council of war was 
held, attended also by the leaders oe 
the two political parties. 

Sir John then came to London, where 
he attended councila the next two 
days, the King being present on one 
occasion. His nights weré spent in his 
own home where hourly messages were 
received direct from his headquarters 
at the front.

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Textof Britain’s Preliminary Reply to American 
__ Protest Against Interference With Commerce 


el 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Following is 
the full text of Great Britain’s reply to 
the recent American note protesting 
against the treatment of American 
commerce by the British fleet, which 
was made public simultaneously yester- 
day in Washington and London: 

“The British Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, to the American Am- 
bassador. Foreign Office, Jan. 7, 1915: 
Your Excellency: I have the honor to 
acknowledge receipt of your note of the 
28th of December. 

“It is being carefully examined and 
the points raised in it are receiving con- 
sideration, as the result of which a re 
ply shall be addressed to Your Excel- 
lency, dealing in detail with the issues 
raised and the points to which the 
United States Government have drawn 
attention. This consideration and the 
preparation of the reply will necessarily 
require some time, and I, therefore de- 
sire to send without further delay some 
preliminary observations which, I trust, 
help to clear the ground and remove 
some misconceptions that seem to exist. 

“Let me say at once that we entirely 
recognize the most friendly spirit re- 
ferred to by Your Excellency and that 
we desire to reply in the saime spirit and 
in the belief, as Your Excellency states, 
frankness will best serve the continu- 
ance of cordial relations between the 
two countries. 

‘His Majesty’s Government cordially 
concurs in the principle enunciated by 
the-Government of the United States 
that a belligerent 'n dealing with trade 
between neutrals should not interfere 
unless such interference is necessary to 
protect the belligerent’s national safety 
and then only to the extent to which 
this is necessary. 

Ready to Make Redress. 

“We shall endeavor to keep our ac- 
tion within the limits of this principle 
on the understanding that it admits 
our right to interfere when such inter- 
ference is, not with ‘bona fide’ trade 
between the United States and another 
neutral country, but with trade in con- 
traband destined for the enemy’s coun- 
try, and we are ready, whenever our 
action may unintentionally exceed this 
principle, to make redress. 

“We think that much musconcention 
exists as to the extent to which we 
have, in practice, interfered with trade. 
Your Excellency’s note seems to hold 
his majesty’s Government responsible 
for the present condition of trade with 
neutral countries and it is stated that 
through the action of his majesty’s Gov- 
ernment the products of the great in- 
dustries of the United States have been 
denied long-established markets. in Eu- 
ropean countries, which, though neu- 
trai, are contiguots to the seat of war. 
Such a result is far from being the in- 
tention of his: majesty’s Gcvernment, 
and they would exceedingly regret that 
it should be due to their action. 

, “IT have been unable to obtain com- 
figures showing 
what the state of trade with these neu- 
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tral countries has been recently, and 4 
can, therefoie, only ask that some fur- 
ther consideration should be givén to 
the question whether United States 
trade with these neutral countries has 
been so seriously affected. 

“The only figures as to the total vol- 
ume of trade that I have seen are 
those for the exports from New York 
for the month of November, 1914, and 
they are &as follows, compared with the 
month of November, 1913:

Not Interfering With Cotton. 

“It is true that there may have been 
a falling off in cotton exports, as tu 
which New York’s figures would be no 
guide, but His Majesty’s Government 
has been most careful not to interfere 
with cotton, and its place on the free 
list has been scrupulously maintained. 

“We do not wish to lay too much 
stress upon incomplete statistics; the 
figures above are not put forward as 


conclusive and we are prepared to ex-/| 


amine any further evidence with re- 
gard to the state of trade, with these 
neutral countries, which may point co 
a different conclusion or show that it is 
the action of His Majesty’s Governmeut 
in particular, and not the existence of a 
state of war and consequent diminution 
of purchasing power and shrinkage of 
trade, which is responsible for adverse 
effects upon trade with the neutral 
countries. 

“That the existence of a state of war 
on such a scale has had a very adverse 
effect upon certain great industries, 
such as cotton, is obvious; but it is sub- 
mitted that this is due to the genera! 
cause of diminished purchasing power 
of such countries as France, Germany 
and the United Kingdom, rather thar 
to interference with trade with neutral 
countries. 

“In the matter of cotton, it may be 
recalled that the British Government 
gave special assistance through the Liv- 
erpool Cotton Exchange to the renewal 
of transactions in the cotton trade of 
not only the United Kingdom, but of 
many neutral countries. 

“Your Excellency’s note refers in par- 
ticular to the detention of copper. The 
figures taken from official returns for 
the export of copper from the United 
States for Italy for the months during 
which the war has been in progress up 
to the end of the first three weeks of 
December are as follows: 1913, 15,202,006 
pounds; 1914, 36,285,000 pounds, Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark and Switzerland are 
not shown separately for the whole 
period in the United States returns, but 
are included in the heading ‘Other 
Europe’ (that is, Burope other than the 
United Kingdom, Russia, France, Bel- 
gium, Austria, Germany, Holland and 
Italy). The corresponding figures un- 
der this heading are as follows: 1913, 
7,271.000 pounds; 1914, 35,347,000 pounds. 

“With such figures the presumption is 
very strong that the bulk of copper 
consigned to these countries has recent- 
ly been intended, not for their own use, 
but fer that of a belligerent who cannot 
import it direct. It is therefore an im- 
perative necessity, for the safety of this 
country, while it is at war, that His 
Majesty’s Government should do all in 
their power to stop such part of this 
import of copper as is not genuinely 
destined for neutral countries. 

“Your Exceliency does hot quote any 
particular shipment of copper to Swe- 


den, which has been detained. There

“I cannot believe that, with such fig- 
ures before them and in such cases as 
those just mentioned, the Government 
of the United States would question the 
propriety of the action of His Majesty's 
Government In taking suspected cargoes 
to a prize court, and we are convinced 
that it cannot be in accord with the 
wish either 6f the Government or of the 
people of the United States té strain the 
international code in favor of private 
interests so as to prevent Great Britain. 
from taking such legitimate means for 
this purpose as are in her power. 

“With regard to the seizure of food- 
stuffs to which Your Excellency refers, 
His Majesty’s Government are prepared 
to admit that foodstuffs should not be 
detained and put into a prize court 
without presumption that they are in- 
tended for the armed forces of the en- 
emy or the enemy’s Government. We 
believe that this rule has been adhered 
to in practice hitherto, but if the Unit- 
ed States Government have instances to 
the contrary, we are prepared to ex- 
amine them, and it is our present inten- 
tion to adhere to the rule though we 
cannot give an unlimited and uncondi- 
tional undertaking in view of thé de- 
parture by those against whom we are 
fighting from hitherto accepted rules of 
civilization and humanity and the un- 
certainty as to the extent to which such 
rules mney be violated by them in the 
future. 


ern UBly Right Ships in Court, 
From the fourth of August last to 


the third of January the number of 
steamships proceeding from the United 
States to Holland, Denmark, Norway, 
Sweden and Italy has been 773. Of these 
there are 4 which have had consign- 
ments or cargoes placed in the prize 
court, while of the ships themselves 
only eight have been placed in the prize 
court and one of these has since been 
released. 

“It is, however, essential under mod- 
ern conditions that, where there is real 
danger for suspecting the presence of 
contraband, the veagels ‘should be 
brought into port for examination: in 
no other way can the right of search be 
exercised, and but for this practice it 
would have to be completely abandoned. 

“Information was received by us that 
special instructions had been given to 
ship rubber from the United States un- 
der another designation to escape notice 
and such cases have occurred in sev- 
eral instances. Only by search in a 
port can such cases, when suspected, be 
discovered and proved. 

"The necessity for examination in a 
port may also be illustrated by a hypo- 
thetica] instance, connected with cotton. 
which has not yet occurred. Cotton 
is not specifically mentioned in Your 
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that the bales of cotton concealed coy- 
per or other contraband, the only way 
to prove our case would be to examine 
and weigh the bales, a process that 
could be carried out only by bringing 
the vessel into a port. In such a case, 
or if examination justified the action 
of His Majesty’s Government, the case 
shall be brought before a prize court 
and dealt with in the ordinary way. 

“That the decisions of British prize 
courts hitherto has not been unfavor- 
able to neutrals is evidenced by the de- 
cision in the Miramichi case. This case, 
which was decided against the crown, 
laid down that the American shipper 
was to be paid even when he had sold 
& Cargo cif., and when the risk of loss 
#fter the cargo had been shipped did 
not apply to him at all. | 

“It has further been represented to 
His Majesty’s Government, though this 
subject is not dealt with in Your Ex: 
céllency’s note, that our embargoes on 
the export of some articles, more espe- 
cially rubber, have interfered with cogn- 
mhercial interests In the United States 
It is, of course, difficult for His Maj- 
esty’s Government to permit the export 
of rubber from British dominions to the 
United States at a time when rubber is 
essential to belligerent countries for 
carrying gn the war, and when a new 
trade in exporting rubber from the 
United States in suspiciously large quan. 
tities to neutral countries has actually 
sprung up since the war. 

“It would be impossible to permit the 
export of rubber from Great Britain un- 
less the right of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment were admitted to submit to a prize 
court cargoes of rubber exported from 
the United States, which they believe’ 
‘tc be destined for an enemy’s country 
and reasonable latitude of action for 
this purpose were conceded. But His 
Majesty’s Government have now pro- 
visionally come to an arrangement with 
the rubber exporters in Great Britain 
which will permit of licenses being 
given under proper guarantees for the 
export of rubber to the United States. 

‘“‘We are confronted with the great 
danger that neutral countries contigu- 
ous to the enemy will become on a scale 
hitherto unprecedented a base of sup- 
plies for the armed forces. of our ene- 
mies and for materials for manufactur- 
ing armament. The trade figures of im- 
ports show how strong this tendency is, 
but we have no complaint to make of 
the attitude of the Governments of those 
countries, which, so far as we are 
aware, have not departed “from ‘proper 
rules of neutrality. We endeavor, in 
the interest of our own national safety, 
to prevent this danger by intercepting 
goods really destined for the enemy, 
without interfering with those which are 
‘bona fide’ neutral. 


Finds Fault With U. S&S. 

“Since the outbreak of the war, the 
Government of the United States has 
changed its previous practice and 
has prohibited the pubdljication of mani- 
fests till 30 days after the departure of 
vessels from ‘the United States ports. 
We had no ‘locus standi’ (basis) for 
complaining of this change and did not 
complain. But the effect of it must be 
to increase the difficulty of gscertain- 
ing the presence of contraband, and to 
render necessary, in the interests of our 
national safety, the examination and 
detention of more ships than would have 
been the case if the former practice had 
continued. 

“Pending a more detailed reply, I 
would conclude by saying that His 
Majesty’s Government do not desire to 
contest the general principles of law, 
on which they understand the~note of 
the United States to be based, and de- 
sire to restrict their action solely to in- 
terferences with contraband - destined 
for the enemy. His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment are prepared, whenever a cargo 
coming from the United States is de- 
tained, to explain the case on which 
such detention has taken place and 
would gladly enter into any arrange- 
ment by which mistakes cah be avoid- 
ed and reparation secured promptly 
when any injury to the neutral owners 
of a ship or cargo has been improperly 
caused, for they are most desirous in 
the interest, both of the United States 
and of other neutral countries, that 
British action should not interfere with 
the normal importation and use by the 
neutral countries of goods from the 
United States.

Yesterday's announcement said the 
River Lys in some places had flooded 
the country to a width of 850 yards, and 
said that the French, on the evening of 
Jan. 8 had failed to take the village 
of Burnhaupt in Alsace. There the 
Germans took 420 men and two officers 
prisoners. Great numbers of French 
dead and wounded lie before the Ger- 
man front there. 


French Take Two Lines of Trenches 
On 500-Yard Front. 
PARIS, Jan. 11.—The War Office’s of- 
ficial announcement, given out today, 
was as follows: 


“From the sea to the Lys there 
was yesterday an intermittent and 
not very intense cannonading. In 
the region of Ypres our artillery re- 
sponded efficaciously to the artillery 
of the enemy, and sent well-placed 
shots against the German trenches. 

“From the Lys to the Oise, in the 
region of Boisselle, our troops took 
possession of a trench of the enemy 
after a violent fight. To the north- 
east of Soissons, on ‘Spur 132,’ they 
yesterday repulsed a German attack. 
Following this they attacked and oc- 
cupied two lines of the enemy’s 
trenches along a front of about 500 
yards, thus extending toward the 
east. the trenches captured Jan, 3 
and assuring cemplete possession of 
‘Spur 132.’ 

“On the Aisne and in Champagne, 
as far Rheims, there have béen ar- 
tilery exchanges. From Rheims to 
the Argonne our artillery bombarda- 
ed the first-line trenches of the en- 
emy and the shelters of the reserves. 
To the north of Perthes. after hav- 
ing driven back the counter attacks 
referred to in last night’s communi- 
cation, we made progress and gained 
200 yards of trenches. 

“To the north of Beausejour the 
enemy made a desperate effort to re- 
capture the little fort which he had 
previously lost. His counter attacks 
were delivered with energy. In each 
of them two battalions were engaged, 
the second advancing !n close forma- 
tion. Each attack was carried on 
with determination, but each was 
repulsed. 

“In the Argonne there Were some 
few small engagements and our front 
was maintained. Between the Meuse 
and the Moselle the day passed 
calmly. In the Vosges there was a 
heavy fall of snow. Some shells fell 
in Old Thann and on ‘Hill 425.’ ” 
Yesterday’s announcement said that, 

despite many attacks in the neighbor- 
hood of Soissons, the Germans had not 
been able to retake the trench they had 
lost, and that they again bombarded 
Soissons. 


“OPIUM QUEEN” HELD AS HEAD 
OF BAND ur DRUG SMUGGLERS 


Woman Arrested in New York Said 
to Be Agent of English 
Dealers. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—Mrs. Sophia 
Ghee, known to the police as _ the 
“opium queen,” was taken from her 
stateroom on the steamer Philadeiphia 
when the vessel docked here today, and 
placed under arrest as the guiding gen- 
ius of a band of alleged opium smug- 
glers of whom 11 men had previously 
been locked up in New York, Chicago 

and San Francisco. 


“Experiences in this war have caused

“It is extremely hard to conceal the 
position of trenches from aerial ob- 
servers, and once their position is dis- 
closed to the gunners and the exact 
range obtained it is not long before 
whole lengths of trenches will be blown 
in an entanglements and every form of 
obstacles, however ingenious, swept 
away.”’ 


SLAYER OF HIS FAMILY OF 
FIVE GETS A LIFE TERM 


Illincisan Who Was Caught in St. 
Louis Pleads Guilty Despite 
Judge’s Warning. 
CHAMPAIGN, Iil., Jan. 11—Scott 
Stone, slayer of his wife and four chil- 
dren, pleaded guilty of murder when 
arranged today, despite the warning 
of Judge Boggs that the death pen- 

alty could be imposed, 

“T sentence you to life imprisonment,” 
then said the Judge. 

Stone, last fall, killed his wife and 
four children and burned the house, 
seeking to conceal the crime. He was 
captured in St. Louis, where he had en- 
listed in the United States army. He 
confesged there that he had dynamited 
the house and afterward admitted that 
he had shot his entire family one by 
one.

ON FRISCO SHARES 
BEING CONSIDERED 


Promoters of Plan Hope to Re- 
store Road to Stockholders 
Within Ninety Days. 


An assessment of $12.50 to $15 a share 
on the stock of the Frisco Railroad is 
contemplated in plans for the reorgani- 
zation of the company, which have been 
completed in detail, it was learned by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today. It is 
expected that the reorganization will be 
accomplished within’ 90 days, with the 
point in view of having the road re- 
stored to the stockholders. 

The reorganization plans have been 
worked out by Yoakum and his asso- 
ciates, and several stockholders’ com- 
mittees in New York. 

The stock assessment, it is estimated, 
will put between $6,375,000 and $7, 650,000 of 
additional money into the treasury of 
the Frisco Railroad Co. It is planned 
to pay off all the claims, redeem and 
cancel all the outstanding and under- 
iying mortgages, and execute a new 
mortgage against the entire property of 
the company. There will be but one 
class of new security issued. 

Yoakum Seeks Presidency, 

Jenjamin F. Yoakum, former chairman 
of the Board of Directors of the Frisco, 
is eager to become president of the re. 
organized company. Yoakum has told a 
number of stockholders that he is con- 
fident that by devoting his undivided at- 
tention to the Frisco properties he 
can make them profitable to the stock- 
holders. 

As chairman of the board of directors 
Yoakum devoted practically all of his 
time to the projection of new enterprises, 
and the taking over of additional branch 
and feeder lines. The result was that 
the Frisco became overloaded with in- 
cebtedness, and was unable to carry the 
burden which had been imposed upon it. 

The plan of reorganization contem- 
plates the organization of a new cor- 
poration to own and manage the 
property. The old corporation would 
be dissolved. It would be necessary 
also to organize a hew corporation in 
Texas to handle and operate. the 
Texas end of the Frisco. — 

The Brownsville and the New Or- 
leans, Texas and Mexico lines, with 
numerous feeders, would not be taken 
over by the Frisco in the reorganiza- 
tion. Those would be operate as in- 
dependent lines, by other companies. 

$20,000,000 Liabilty Contested. 

The Frisco has denied its liabilty 
on a claim aggregating $20,000,000 
presented by the New Orleans, Texas 
& Mexico. The FFisco appeared as 
guarantor on the New Orleans, Texas 
& Mexico bond issue of $26,000,000. 
Whether the Frisco is liable on the 
bonds is now in litigation. 

Settlement also has been made of 
the claims of the New Iberla & North- 
ern, aggregating $2,750,000. Should 


$the:$20,000,00 claim of the New Or- 


leans, Texas & Mexico also be re- 
jected the Frisco would be ahead 
$22,750,000 in the reorganization, and 
would thus eliminate a fixed charge 
Of approximately $1,350,000 a year. 
The reorganization plan is now 


waiting only for an easier money 
market, it was said. Since the road 
has been in receivership the recetvers 
have spent most of the earnings in 
betterments.

POLICEMAN SHOT 


BY THUG SUSPECTS 
LIKELY 10 SURVIVE 


E. G. J. Spilcker Tried to Arrest 
Men He Believed Had Bound 
and Robbed Druggist. 


FIRES 6 SHOTS AFTER THEM 
Firemen See Shooting, but Are 
Compelled to Respond to 
an Alarm. 


Patrolman Edward G. J. Spilcker, 
who was shot at Eleventh street and 
Lucas avenue yesterday afternoon by 
one of two men he suspected of being 
robbers, has a good chance for recov- 
ery, in the opinian of city hospital sur- 
geons, who have found that the bullet 
did not touch a vital spot. Spilcker 
was shot in the right side near the 
groin, the bullet emerging at the back 
near the spinal’ column. 

The shooting occurred at 5:30 p. m., 45 
minutes after two armed robbers hail 
bound and tied Charles J. Koch, a drug- 
gist at 1036 Rutger street, and taken 
$12 from the money drawer. The de- 
scriptions of these men correspond close- 
ly to those of the two men whom 
Spileker tried to stop and search, one 
of whom shot him. 

Wounded Man Fires Six Times. 

As he.Jay prostrate in the gutter after 
being Wounded, Spilcker drew his re- 
volver and fired six shots at the two 
men as they fled east on Lucas avenue. 

‘A’ few minutes before the shooting 
Spilcker had called the Carr Street Dis- 
trict to make his half-hourly report and 
the switchboard operator there had giv- 
en him a description of the men who 
robbed Koch’s drug store. 

Spilcker was standing in front of En- 
gine House No. 41 on the west side of 
Eleventh street, just north of Lucas 
avenue, when two men came west on the 
south side of Lucas avenue. He zaid to 
Henry Ponte, captain._of the engine 
company: “Those look like two fellows 
who are wanted.” 

Fired On as He Approached. 

Walking diagonally across the street, 
he met the two men when they were 
about 2% feet east of Eleventh street and 
he commanded them to halt. He moved 
toward the taller of the two men and 
was about to search him for a weapon. 
The man drew back. There was a shot 
and the policeman fell to the sidewalk 
and rolled into the gutter. 

Spilcker later said he did not see his 
assallant’s weapon and did not know 
whether the man drew it or fired it 
from his pocket. An ejected shell found 
on the gidewalk indicated that the weap- 
on was an automatic pistol. 

The two men turned and ran east on 
Lucas avenue. As he lay in the gutter 
Spilcker drew his revolver and emptied 
it at the fugitives. 

Firemen of Engine Co. 41 were about 
to go to Spileker’s aid when an alarm of 
fire struck in. Their first duty was to 
go to the fire and their apparatus swept 
by Spilcker as he lay in the gutter. 

Edward Spitzfaden of S%06A_ Victor 
street, who had been visiting at*the 
engine house, ran to where Spilcker lay. 
Spilcker gave Spitzfaden his keys and 
told him to telephone.to the Carr street 
station from a police box across the 
street. 

In response to Spitzfaden’s message 
about 20 policemen were sent to the 
scene. They learned in the neighbor- 
hood that after the shooting the sus- 
pects ran half a block east into a blind 


alley, but ran out again and continued. 


east on Lucas avenue. 

At the city hospital Spilcker, though 
in great pain, was able to give a de- 
scription of the men. The one who 
shot him, he said, was about 2 years 
old, 5 feet 10 inches tall and weighed 
about 170 pounds. He wore a brown 
suit and a black soft hat. He de- 
scribed the other man as Being about 
the same age, 5 feet 6 inches tall and 
weighing about 150 pounds. He wore 
a black suit and a black soft hat. Both 
men, according to® Spilcker’s description 
wore blue chambray: shirts with the 
collars turned Up.

Famine Likely if European Demand 
Continues, Commerce Bureau 
Chief Declares. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. li.—A wheat 
famine threatens the United States, 
according to the experts of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. With it will come 
Sreatly increased cost of all bread- 
stuffs. John Hohn, Chief of the. Divi- 
sion of Statistics for the Department 
of Commerce, declared that the Buro- 
pean demand for whéat is solely re- 
sponsible for the present high price. 

“The demand abroad for wheat will 
result in running the price to $2 per 
bushel,” Hohn said, “if-it continues 
to the end of the present winter. .“he 
United States produced a bumper crop 
of 800,000,000 bushels in 1914. Had con-’ 
ditions been normal abroad the great- 
ness of the crop would have had a 
tendency to reduce prices instead of in- 
creasing them.’’ 

Hohn is convinced that unless the ex- 
portation of wheat falls off very soon 
the country will face a famine with a 
consequent increase in the price of 
bread.

BOSTON, Jan. U—The ‘Bell4n- 
Hand,” Boston's oldest and most his- 
toric tavern, the dingy cluster of four 
low-cellinged and musty rooms that 
open off Pie Alley, a dark areaway 
which extends from Washington street 
to Court Square at the rear of the city 
hall, is closed for the first time in 64 
years. 

Each of the low-studded rooms’ with 
the yellow and dusty wainscoting and 
the myriad of framed pictures, includ- 
ing the four Hogarths, which date back 
to 1750, and the painting of the head of 
John the Baptist, which dates back 30) 
years, contained fond recollections. 

The ‘Bell-in-Hand” was started by 
“Ye Towne Crier,’ Jimmy Wilson, im 
179%, in Congress Square. Jimmy is 
credited with being of a religious turn

TWO“FIRST TIME” 


PIECES IN SUNDAY 
“POP” PROGRAM 


Audience Received Several Pleas- 
ant Surprises at Concert 
at Odeon. 


In a@ program, the general level of 
which was one of delightful excellence, 
Conductor Max Zach and the Symphony 
Orchestra, at yesterdayg popular con- 
cert at the Odeon, several times 
ascended to the heights of genuinely 
noble distinction. 

One of the concert’s peaks was the 
orchestra’s magnificently swinging per- 
»formance of the triumphal march from 
“Aida.”” Another was a trombone ver- 
sion of the famous tenor aria, ‘“‘Ce- 
leste Aida,’ by Eugene Kiefer, a mem- 
ber of the orchestra, whose leonine in- 
strument was made to sound as tender 
and mellifiuous as a French horn. Both 
were in a selection of passages from 
Verdi's opera. 

The avdience received an enjoyable 
surprise from Zach’s unexpected inter- 
polation of the Intermezzo from Her- 
mann Geoets’s Symphony in ¥-major, 
which was played for the first time 
in St. Louis at last week's pair of reg- 
ular concerts. The program came to 
a dramatic conclusion with Tschatkow- 
sky's blazing battle piece, the ‘1812 
Overture,” with its thunderous mathin- 
ery of artillery peals, its flerce clash- 
ing of the French and Russian national 
airs, and at last the serene and vic- 
torious chimirig of the Kremlin bells. 

The program opened with Halvorsen's 
splendidly barbaric “Entrance of the 
Boyars,”’ in vivid contrast to which 
came the next number, the dancing 
overture to Johann Strauss’ comico op- 
era, ‘‘Die Fledermaus.”’ In a still dif- 
ferent mood of exquisite and fastidious 
daintiness were two ‘‘first time’ pieces, 
“Serenata,” by Cajani, and ‘“Passe- 
pied,” by Delibes; and also two encores, 
“The Miy,”” by Gillet, ahd Desorme’s 
“Mandoline Serenade,” played pizzicato 
by the strings. 

An acute attack of nervousness was 
probably responsible for the greater 
part of the faults in breath control and 
phrasing which were noticeable in the 
singing of the concert’s soprano golo- 
ist, Miss Bianca Randall. However, 
this mishap did not entirely conceal the 
fact that, with greater confidence, her 
voice might possess a certain sweet- 
ness, an intonation approximately cor- 
rect, and an enunctlation perhaps a 
shade more distinct than usual. 

Her “show” piece, Blsa’s aria from 
“Lohengrin,” was plainly beyond her 
powers, as it is, indeed, beyond those 
of most singers. In Massenet’s “*Ble- 
gie,”"’ Hugo Olk contributed the violin 
obligato. Her other sOngS were “Tin 
Doux Lien,” by Delbruck, “A Birthday,’’ 
by Woodman, and, as an encore, ‘‘Yes- 
terday and Today,”. by Spross. Her 
hearers gave her considerate applause.

MONDAY EVENING, 
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AMERICAN BAKERY 
COMPANY SUED AS 
TRUST BY STATE 


Attorney-General Charging Re- 
straint of Trade, Asks for 
Revocation of Charter. 


A suit charging the American Bakery 


Co: of St. Louis with being a trust in 
restraint of trae was filed in the Su- 
preme Court at Jefferson City today by 
Attorney-General Barker, according to 
an Associated Press dispatch. The At- 
torney-General asks that the company’s 
charter be forfeited, and that a fine be 
imposed. 

The American Bakery Co. was organ- 
ized in 1907, with $3,000,000 capital stock, 
and ostensibly ‘“‘took over’’ the proper- 
ties of the seven principal baking con- 
cerns in St. Louis. The Attorney-General 
alleges that the seven concerns com- 
bined to form the American Bakery Co., 
and that they maintain their separate 
organizations; and that, under an agree- 
ment, the size of a loaf of bread has 
been reduced from 16 to 13 ounces. 

A. commissioner, to take testimony in 
St. Louis will probably be named by the 
Supreme Court. 

Seven Concerns in Company. 

The seven concerns in the American 
Bakery Co. are the Welle-Boettler, 
Freund Bros., St. Louls Baking, A. A. 
Condon, Home, Heydt and Houck-Hoerr 
companies. The officers are: President, 
Adolph Boettler; vice-preside&ts,, John 
B. Heydt and J. H. Hoerr; secretary, 
George D. Rohe; treasurer, Fred S5. 
Freund; directors, F. H. Hohengarten,

A Post-Dispatch reporter today 
asked Morris Freund, manager of the 
Manewal Bread Co., an independent 
concern, for a statement of the bread 
Situation, as it affects the trade and 
the public, from the independents’ 
standpoint. 


Independent Criticises Combination. 

“Fhe formation of the American 
Bakery Co.,” Freund replied, “was an 
out-and-out combination of the seven 
concerns. The owners of the differ- 
ent companies, or their sons, became 
managers of the plants under the 
consolidation. 

“It was declared by those who pro- 
moted the combine that economies 
would be effected, particularly by re- 
quiring fewer wagons and drivers. 
But what happened was that the, 
Overhead expense. was greatly in- 
creased by large salaries to officials 
of the new company, and by rebates 
and premiums to desirable customers. 

“The saving which the combine 
has made has been at the expense of 
the public, by greatly reducing the 
size ‘of the 5-cent loaf of bread. This 
was done solely for profit, and not 
because of the price of wheat, which 
was normal until a few months ago. 

“To keep up the appearance of compe- 
tition, the companies in the combine 
have kept their individual labels, and 
have sent their individual wagons 
around, several of them sometimes call- 
ing at the same store. Drivers are en- 
couraged to hustle for business, even to 
some extent, against each other, 4s in 
doing so they will naturally get busi- 
ress away from the independent con- 
cerns also.

The combine bakeries have given lunch- 
stands to some customers, have paid 
for the printing cf bills of fare for 
others, and have even gone so far as 
to have rooms papered and new higns 
painted, to conciliate valued customers. 

“The independent bakers are met 
by their custo@rs with demands for 
similar concessions, and they have to 
make them or let théir best custom- 
ers £0. 

“The American Bakery Co. owns, 
or its officials own, stock in the 8st. 

Louls Catering Co., and in at least 
two large hotels. The combine baker- 

les all employ nonunion labor. Some 
of them have tried to treat separately 
with the unions, but the unions have 
insisted that all shall be unionized. 

Most of the independent bakers hire 
union men and pay the scale, which 

is an added handicap. 

Some Loaves Said to Be 13 Ounces. 
“To pay its high salaries and its 
rebates, the combine has reduced the 
amount of bread in the 5-cent loaf.

14. The quality has not changed, I 
think. The independents can’t give 


bakeries, because of the demands on 
them to meet’ the combine’s rebating 
practices, and because the combine 
has most of the downtown trade, 
which is the cream of the business. 
The outlying business is smaller and 
more expensive to handle. 

Freund said that under present con- 
ditions the independent bakeries had 
hardly a chance to exist, and he said 
some of the independent plants were 
heavily mortgaged. He said the diffi- 
culty was increased by the ignorance, 
even among retail dealers, as to which 
concerns are in the combine. The com- 
bine, he said, does everything possible 
to foster this ignorance, and the con- 
stituent concerns make separate bids 
on public contracts.

Advantage 
The advantage’ of standardizing pur- 
chases, long recognized by business con- 
cerns, are just coming to be appreciat- 
ed by municipal authorities. For in- 
stance, if the city allowed each depart- 
ment to purchase a small quantity of 
disinfectant by honoring requisitions 
for virtually every brand on the mar- 
ket, it is considered certain that many 
inférior kinds would be bought and 
higher prices be paid for each brand 
than if a more substantial quantity were 
ordered. Hach supply house must cal- 
culate the cost of soliciting business in 
a dozen or more departments, the cost 
of as many separate delivertes and all 
the extra expense and effort that go 
with, this method of business. 


in use a year ago, selected what he 
considered to be the best, drew specifi- 
cations that could be met by these 
brands, and let a contract for 8800 gal- 
lons at a saving of #2 cents a gallon 
over the average cost of the same 
amount of disinfectant used the previous 
year. The city saved $1216 on the deal. 


Saving in onees Brooms, 
The city had been ordering its street 


brooms in. smal! quantities each month 
as required, paying a list price of $7.60 
per dozen. Thomas calculated the num- 
ber that would be used during the year, 
asked bids on # dozen and got them for 
$5.67 per dozen, saving the city $73.20. 
On the same plan, Thomas saved 1 
cent a gallon on 850,000 gallons of road 
oil, which put $8500 in the city treasury.

The lure of a big contract was so great 
that Thomas persuaded a contractor to 
guarantee to supply 80,000 gallons of gas- 
oline last year at a rate of 15 cents a 
gallon, no matter how high gasoline 
might soar in the open market, and that 
‘the market pricé should be charged 
whenever it was less than 15 cents.

“Income From $20,000 Since 
1853 Helped Many Get School- 
ing—Fund Now $73,945. 


Mrs. Anna E. Perkins, 70 years old, 
of &67 Delmar boulevard, daughter of 
‘Claiborn F. Jackson, war Governor of 
Missouri, has taken action to have in- 
troduced into the Legislature a bill au- 
thorizing the distribution of a peculiar 
trust fund established in Saline County, 
Mo., in 1853, by her grandfather, Dr. 
John Sappington. Mrs. Perkins is now 
supported by her daughter, Miss Perla, 
47 years old, who canvasses for a flour 
firm. Miss Perkins will join with her 
mother in the request to the Legislature, 
as will also Mrs. Perkins’ sister, Mrs. 
Laura J. Lamb, 74 years old. 

‘Dr. Sappington, who established this 
trust fund, was, at the time of his death 
at Arrow Rock, Mo., in 1854, one of the 
most widely known men not only in 
Missouri, but tn the United States. He 
had e a fortune of over $1,000,000 in 

«ta epeta Pills,” in which quinine 
had its first general use in this coun- 
try. He left a fortune of about $150,000 
to each of his six children, but the war 
swept away the money of several of the 

- families. 

- Trust Fund for Education. 

One year before his death he created 
a trust fund of $20,000 to aid in the edu- 
cation of poor children in Saline Coun-

paleof said fund to be used or dimin- 
ished.”’

Helps 40 to Become Teachers. 

“At that time, June 12, 18%, the su- 
preme court, sustained a. finding by 
Judge Richard Field in the Saline 
County Circuit Court, that the public 
funds had not become entirely suffi- 
cient to educate poor children and that 
there had been a deficit of $600 in the 
school fund for the year. He held that 
the contingency for the determination 
of the trust fund for school children 
had not occurred.

Ernest Shackleton made known that 
on arrival at South Georgia dogs 
would be landed on one of the small 
islands of the group for much néeded 
exercise. Also that the geologists of 
the steamer were to be left at South 
Georgia, where there is useful scien- 
tific work to be done while the En- 
durance proceeded south to examine 
the pack ice and see if it was loose 
enough to go into without unneces- 
sary delay. After examining the 
pack the Endurance was to return to 
South Georgia, pick up the members 
of the expedition and the dogs, then 
coal to her fullest capacity and sail 
south again, pushing right into the 
pack, keeping as much to the east as 
possible, in the hope of meeting more 
open water than probably could be 
found further west. 

Shackleton added that judging from 
all reports, he gathered that it was 
a very heavy ice season in Weddell 
Sea. Apparently that-has proved to 
be the case and even if the Endur- 
ance reaches 77:30 south latitude, 
{ whefe Sir Ernest hoped.to winter the 
vessel, it would be too late to begin 
a transcontinental journey this sea- 
son. That will mean a delay of near- 
ly a year, and unless the Endurance 
returns to South Georgia, where there 
is a trading station, no. word from 
the expedition is likely to reach the 
outside world until the _ spring of 
1916. 

The Endurance is equipped with a 
powerful wireless receiver, with 
which to receive messages from the 
Marconi station in South America.’

Youth Who Killed Stepmother 
Preached in Michigan Against 
Drink and Smoke Habits. 


TO PLEAD INSANITY 


He Appears Before Coroner’s 
Jury, Which Holds Him Re- 
sponsible for Murder. 


Coggins, 16 years old, con- 
fessed murderer, who attributes his 
criminal tendencies to the effect of 


liquor and cigarettes, preached in the 
streets of Michigan towns, last summer, 
against drinking and the cigarette habit. 

At police headquarters today, while 
awaiting.a summons to the inquest into 
the death of his stepmother, Mrs. Olive 
Coggins, whom he: strangléd to death 
at 4001A North Twenty-first street last 
Tuesday, Coggins related that he was 
a Heutenant in the Volunteers of 
America. He entered the organization, 
which is patterned after the Salvation 
Army, at the time when his uncle, J. 
L. Dowell, was connected with Its St. 
Louis headquarters, 2217 Franklin av- 
enue. 

He said he took part in street meet- 
ings in St. Louis, playing the guitar 
and making short talks. Last summer 
Dowell took him to Benton Harbor, 
Mich., and he took part in meetings 
On the streets of Benton Harbwr, St. 
Joseph and other towns on Lake Mich- 
igan. He would speak to those uf his 
own age, at these meetings, against the 
evils of drink and cigarettes. 

Sincere in Work, He Says. 

Young Coggins said he was.sincere in 
this work, although he admitte..d rhat 
he was, at that time, addicted ‘no the 
very habits against which he warned 
others. He said he was trying, ai ‘at 
time, to break these habits, and that 
he was desirous of keeping others trom 
getting into them. He now snwkes 
three packages of cigarettes a dav. 
ry He said he would plead guilty to mur- 
der, and would.enter insanity as a de- 
fense. His story of the crime, which is 
that his stepmother threatenec him 
with a butcher knife before he choked 
and strangled her, points also tv an 
idea of introducing an élement of self- 
defense into the case. 

Coggins discredited the report that his 
capture, in Little Rock, Ark., Friday, 
yhad been brought about through in- 
formation given to the police by Leona 
Thurman of 1911 Chouteau avenue. He 
said she did not know™the address of 
hi: uncle, J, L. Dowell, in Pine Bluff, 
which she was said to have told the po- 
lice. This is the same Dowell 
Coggins accompanied t& Michigan last 
summer. He thought it more likely that 
the police had obtained the information 
from his father, Alfred Coggins.

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Organized labor has the best of reasons for 
tavoring the Government ship-purchase bill of an 
over-gea merchant marine—which it does. 

Those reasons apply with equal force to the men 
in the forecastle and to the licensed navigators 
and engineers. 

Under individual and corporate owharehhiy, 
America’s over-sea sailors have been obliged 
either to quit the sea or to compete,'as to wages 
and working and living conditions, with the lower 
wage and living standards of both Europe and 
Asia. There has been no “protection against 
pauper labor competition” for them; not even 
the false pretense of it which tariff-protected in- 
dustries incorporated in their campaign argu- 
ments to delude workers ashore. : 

Under Government control, American mer- 
chants and manufacturers would be assured of 
@ means to get their goods to foreign customers; 
American seamen would be assured of uniform 
fair pay and humane treatment; the service would 
-call back to the sea thousands of competent of- 
ficers and tens of thousands of born sailors who, 
would constitute a natura] naval*reserve, avatiable 
for instant enlistment upon the country’s war- 
ships in time of need. 

When the Buropean war degan, England had 
5000 ships’ in the over-sea trade, Germany 2000, 
the Untted States siz. : 

These three are the world’s greatest exporters 
and importers, the chief users of the seas. : 

Had the American Congress, during nearly a 
third of a century last past, deliberately and 
treasonably schemed to destroy this country’s 
once great merchant marine service, so _ that 
Buropeans might monopolize it for their profit, 
the Congress could hardly have achieved that end 
more completely than it did by legislation which 
may charitably be described, in the main, as 
merely dunderheaded. 

President Wilson recognizes what every Ameri- 
can navigating officer has long known, namely, 
that there are but two ways in which this coun- 
try can reacquire a maritime service competent 
to carry America’s foreign trade, and that but one 
of these two ways is practicable. One way is to 
pay subsidies to private ship owners, and public 
sentiment has decisively inhibited that. If sub- 
Sidies were paid, owners would profit, but the 
country’s seamen would gain no betterment of 
their condition, and the ships flying our flag to 
get the subsidies would continue’ to be manned 
mainly by foreigners owing allegiance to other na- 
tions. 

The one practicable way to establish'a compe- 
tent American merchant marine, able to sustain 
the competition of foreign services, is to estab- 
iish it under Government ownership and opera- 
tion, as the national administration proposes. 
What the privately owned and sometimes subsi- 
dized foreign services pay out in. profits the Amer- 
ican Government-owned service can pay out in 
higher wages; thus the American marine can com- 
pete as to rates with forelgn services and can 
ar the same time enlist American officers and 
sailors for all of its ships and maintain the higher 
American wage and living standards upon those 
ships. 

Do Americans wish to be crowded off the meet 
To leave their foreign commerce at the mercy of 
foreign owners? Gov. Colquitt of Texas denounces 
the administration’s plan for Government ships. 
Would his cotton-growing constituents be glad 
to have Government ships now available to carry 
their cotton to Germany.at $1.50 a bale?

The gist of the British preliminary reply to the 
protest of the United States Government is con- 


tained in the following excerpt: 
iis Majesty's Gov ernment cordially concurs 
in the principle enunciated by the Govern- 
ment of the United States that @ belligerent 
in dealing with trade between neutrals should 
net interfere unless such interference is 
necessary to protect the belligerent’s national 
safety and then only to the extent to atch 
this is necessary. 

We shall endeavor to keep our action within 
the limits of this principle on the under- 
standing that it admits our right to interfere 
when such interference is not with “bona 
fide” trade between the United States and 
another neutral country, but with trade in 
contraband destined for the enemy’s country, 
and we are ready, whenever our action may 
unintentionally exceed this principle, to make 
redress.

Meking’ Sewage Count 
in Agriculture. 


ANY of the greatest industries 
M e considered a nuisance be- 
cause of their useless and often un- 
plasant by-products. This is certainly 
the case of sewase. Most sewage is 
gotten rid of through pipes laid in 
beds of lakes, seas and large rivers. 
Dr. J. Grossman, @& well-known En- 
glish chemist living in the town of 
Oldham, has turned sewage sludge 
into an excellent farm fertilizer. 

He leaves the sludge dry, mixes it 
with a small amount of acid and then 
subjects it to intense heat, which car- 
ries off the fatty matters. These are 
condensed in water and leaves a 
brown powder completely sterilized, 
composed of phosphate of lime, pot- 
ash and humus. This is a splendid 
example showing that sludge, instead 
of being a waste and nuisance, can 
play an important part in enriching 
the soll. 

The experiments made by Dr. 
Grossman have been 80. successful 
that the English Government thinks 
seriously of establishing a system of 
irrigation that will enable farmers to
